JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., July 21.—After 
persistent stories concerning a coampromise 
between the Folk forces and the machine 
leaders, there has been received seeming 
confirmation when, after spending more 
than four hours considering contests in 
three wards in St. Louis and awarding two 
of them to Hawea,the credentials committer 
suddenly decided after giving one ward to 
Folk, to seat the Hawes men in all the 
remaining 17 wards without listening to a 
syliable of evidence or hearing a word of 
argument. 

The stories circulated were to the effect 
that the committee would be asked by both 
the Foik and anti-Folk leaders to seat the 
Hawes men in nearly all the wards. 

The anti-Folk men wanted the 
men seated to insure enough 
nominate Sam Cook. 

The Folk men, the story goé@s, agreed to 
favor the same procedure in return for a 
concession from the machine leaders 


Concession of 
the Machine. 


This concession was a promise to with- 
draw the objectionable home-rule plank 
from the draft of the platform. The anti- 
Folk men had previously threatened to 
urge the adoption of this plank, which 
would have meant that Folk, if elected 
governor, could not appoint the police and 
@iection commissioners in St. Lou.s. They 
had also threatened to offer another plank 
fixing the salary of the St. Louis excise 
commissioner at $5000 a year. 

It is now worth in the vicinity of $15,000, 
and ie the most lucrative office within the 
gift of Missouri's governor. 

The machine is said to have also agreed 
not to urge this plank in return for the 
seating of ihe Hawes men. 

Farly in the hearing of the St. Louls con- 
tests\it looked as if Committeeman U. & 
Hall of Chariton was anxious to seat the 
Hawes men. “Riley” Hall, as the former 
congressman is familiarly known, began 
prodding Attorney Jones with questions as 
soon as he began his argument lor the 
Folk contestants. However, Hall diverted 
attention from any such impression of his 
work by shrewdly interrogating Hawes in 
the same way later in the procee™Tngs

the Hawes delegates in the First ward. It 
was again he who made the motion to seat 
the Hawes men tn the Second ward. 

Then there was an hour of argument on 
the Twenty-elighth ward, an adjournment 
of an hour and a half for supper, and an- 
other hour and a half consideration of the 
mame class. 

When Mr. Hawes had concluded his de 
fenee Hall again bobbed up with a motion 
This time, however, his motion was differ- 
ent. He war too wily to keep making 
pro-Hawes motions all the time. He moved 
that the Folk delegates be seated in the 
Twenty -eighth.

WA’ AINGTON, July 21.—Just 20 days of 
the present fiscal year and month hav: 
passed, yet the figures show that the gov- 
ernment has expended $19,110,260 more than 
it has taken in and that the working bal- 
ance in the treasury is less than $27,000,Vvv. 

The new fiscal year began on July l. The 
deficit of more than $40.000,000 with which 
the last year closed was deciared by Ke- 
publican leaders to be due wholly to the 
acquisition of the Panama canal at an 
expense of $38,000,000 and to a loun of },: 
000,000 to the Louisiana Purchase Expo- 
sition. For the 20 days of the new fiscal 

e the expenditures have amounted to 

7,840,000. And the receipts have been oniy 

7,729,719. There have been no expendi- 
tures except those connected with the 
actual running expenses incident to the 
operations of the government and to ex- 
travagant appropriations. 

For the first 20 days of July last year the 
total receipts were $31,248,556. And the 
total expenditures $38,120,000. So far this 
fiscal year, therefore, the expenditures ex- 
ceed the same period of the last fiscal 
year by close to 310,000,000. 

It will be noticed that but a small part

Six Guard Stations 
Equipped With Phones. 


Six guard stations have been established 
around the town.and connected by a tele- 


phone system, so the pickets can report to 
one another and to the office of the super- 
intendent in case of attack. It was saia 
to be the intention to turn a strong cur- 
rent of electricity from the dynamo into 
the wires which were being strung arouna 
the town and thus to erect a barrier oO. 
“live wires’ against trespassers. But thi- 
report proves to be more interesting than 
true. he wires are mostly insulated and 
are adapted for telephone purposes only. 
The guards are a miscellaneous lot. Some 
of them are raw farmer boys, while others 
are the low-browed ‘“rough-and-readies’ 
picked up by detective agencies in the big 
cities when there is any rough work to Be 
done. Joe Leiter has fitted out his guards 
with ugly looking 44-caliber navy Colt re- 
voivers) The gun is slung in a case which 
is supported by u shoulder strap an dbelt, 
‘lhe guard has no other insignia of au- 
The business of the guards Is to keep out 
everybody not armed with a pass, and they 
o it with the zeal born of an unwonted 
uthority and the possession of a gun. 
And nobody has a pass except it be con- 
ferred by grace of Joe Leiter, owner. or 
Ce iTittier, superintendent of the mines. 
It mnust be remembered that this tract of 
12 square miles is owned in fee by the Lei- 
ter estate. It is not a village, a municipal- 
ity or a chartered town. It is not even a 
corporation. It is the peveoe property of 
Joe Leiter—he representing the state. There 
are roads through it, but they are not pub- 
lic highways. (At least so it is claimed.) 
There is one road which leads to Herrin In 
the county to the south, but this road 
skirts to the south of the mine and min- 
ing settlement, and it is even disputed that 
this is a highway. 


Even the Postoffice 
Is Private Property. 


Tire United States postoffice for Ziegler 
is located in a house next to the main of- 


fices of the mining company, on land which 
is undisputably private, and from which 
the »ublic is sedulously excluded—a fact 
which is Hkely to be brought to the atten- 
tion of the government officials at Wash- 
ington. Applications for letters are met 
by the announcement that they will be de- 
livered by Mr. Leiter's agetits outside the 
Leiter domain. 

Immediately after the order was posted 
to vacate the miners’ dwellings large pla- 
cards were nailed up on trees and fences 
giving warning that all persons not work- 
ing in or about the mines would not be 
permitted on the premises, and any person 
found on them would be treated as a 
trespasser. In pursuit of this order all 
roads leading into Ziegler have been pick- 
eted with guards and teams, and pedestri- 
ans are turned back, unless passes are 
forthcoming 

Even the TYinois Central's passenger 
train—which consists of one coach on the 
end of a string of freightse—is turned back 
at the boundary of the Lelter possessions. 
Formerly passengers were set down a few 
hundred feet from the offices of the mine 
Now they are dumped on the prairie abovt 
two miles distant from the settlement. The 
trifling circumstance that the ticket reads 
to Ziegler is rot regarded.
